Chaotic is the only word that will describethe political situation as it existedto-day in Frankfort. This conditionarose not so much from anything

Fell Like a Bomb.

BRITISH HOUSE OF COMMONS.
Mr. Chamberlain Declares the War
Just, Necessary and Bighteona.
Dwells on the Large Army in the
Field and Declares British SupremacyMust be Mslntslned.
LONDON, Feb. S..In the house of

commons to-uay* Mr. unnmoenain admittedthat a critical stage of the war
Had been reached, and that the situation
eras undoubtedly serious, though, he
added, he did not believe the country
was in danger. He refused to discuss
;be South-African committee, and brieflysummarized the negotiations with the
Transvaal, pointing out that the issue*
between the Boers and British were

Btal and great, and inherent In the dlf-
ferences between the Boer and British
civilisations. If the preparations for
war were insufficient, he continued, it
was wholly due<o the fact that the governmentwas determined to do everythingto secure peace, and to dovnoth-
Ing to endanger it.
Mr. Chamberlain further declared that

:he war was Just, necessary right*
jous. He regretted the proposed
intendment to the address, because, he
sold, it would throw doubt upon the
lnltedness of the kingdom.
"We have suffered checks," said Mr.

Chamberlain, "and have made mistakes.
I am not anxious to dispute as to the
blame. Let the government bear the
brunt until the time comes, wlien. un-
Jer happier auspices, we cao see bow far
the blame is to apportioned between
the system, and those administering lu
In the meantime, blame us.
"What Is now urgent Is to redrew

those checks. You say we have sent
Tew troops, but we are pouring them IntoAfrica. In a few weeks we will have
200,000 men there. We will have as
many mounted men as there are mountMiBoers. Our colonies are muHlplying
their offers; every offer is gratefulHy
iccepted, and Lord Roberta has selectedfrom among the colonials his guard
of honor.

Spirit Unbroken.
"Meanwhile the spirit of the nation Is

unbroken. There is no sacrifice which
we are unwilling to make. There is no

sacrifice we are unwilling to ask of tha
rolonles, if we think it necessary to success.I must go further than this, and
admit that this war, under new condU
tions in a new country, with new arrangements.aralnat a people whose tea-
icity and courage are as admirable as

the courage and tenacity of our own solJlers,haa required a larger scheme than
my the government has yet been called
upon to meet.
"One of the lessons of the war Is the

pnormous defensive power possessed by
troops defending their own country. Th«
;ec«"»nd point Is that when we propose h

scheme to meet this emergency we shall
do ao not as a party, but as a nation.
So nation haa ever had a better right,
however, to be proud of her soldiers.
What other nation could transport no

many troops so great a distance so well?
"It would be premature," continued

ihe colonial secretary, "to talk of terra®
of settlement. Speaking for the gov»rnn»ent,there will be no second MajuL>a.Never again shall the Boers erect
In thr* heart of South Africa a citadel
whence to proceed to disaffection and
race animosity. Never again shall they
be able to endanger the pammountcy of
